Bitten by the “magic" bug, Mr. 
Lippy began collecting equipment 
and tricks about 1910 or 1911. There

sources of 
equipment, 
Rottcrberg’s in Chicago beinu one 
and M&rtinka’s in New York anoth­ 
er, Magicians and house* which sold 
equipm ent were exceedingly 
close 
with their secrets. An am ateur, Mr. 
Lippy says, found it a difficult m at­ 
ter to break in or obtain tricks and 
props. 
But gradually, piece by piece. Mr. 
Lippy acquired enough for his first 
show. It was in St. Xavier's hall in 
1917, for soldiers then stationed at 
Camp Colt here. Fred Pfeffer. for­ 
m er burgess of Gettysburg, was one 
of his assistants. 
About 1926 Mr. Lippy went on the 
stage professionally. He formed his 
own troupe, which often numbered 
as high as ten persons, and he pre­ 
sented a full, two-hour show, play­ 
ing in most of the leading theatres 
throughout the eastern p art of the 
United States. 
Baltimore newspapers once hailed 
Mr. Lippy as "the m an who fooled 
Thurston.” Mr. Lippy had an artist 
make a placque, and arranged with 
Mrs. Thurston to present it when 
Thurston played in Baltimore He 
and Thurston were personal friends. 
Mr. Lippy arrived at the theatre, 
sat down and awaited the signal 
from Mrs. Thurston, who sat in her 
box at the theatre, when to go back 
stage. 
“Fools" Thurston 
The signal came, and when M r.; 
Lippy got behind tile scenes, he 
found a cabinet being prepared for ; 
the next act, from which wrere to 
emerge eight girls, "The Girls of All 
Nations,” dressed in the costumes 
of the - lands they portrayed. Mr. 
Lippy slipped into the box back 
of the last girls, and as Thurston 
waved one after another out of the 
box, Mr. Lippy, in white tie and 
tails, emerged “on stage” behind the 
last girl, much to the surprise and 
mystification of his friend. 
Thurston had to go “off stage” 
to "unload” a couple of rabbits he 
had hidden in his clothing before 
he could greet Mr. Lippy and re­ 
ceive the placque. 
Mr. Lippy’s last big show was at 
the Fox theatre, now the Capital, in 
W ashington. The following Easter 
Monday, 1933, he appeared before 
President Roosevelt a t the W hite 
House, by request. 
Called To White House 
But he almost disappointed the 
president and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
missed the opportunity he had long 
desired. 
“As I sat in my room on S atu r­ 
day morning,” Mr. Lippy somewhat 
ruefully relates, “the telephone rang. 
I answered it, and a voice inquired 
if I were Mr. Lippy, and said ‘This 
is the White House.' The trend of 
the conversation went 
something 
like this: 
“Oh, yeah, go ahead, toots.” 
(Mr. Lippy says he thought it was 
one of the girls from his own troupe 
"kidding" him.) 
"Would you accept an assignment 
at the White House Monday after­ 
noon at 3 o’clock?" 
“You bet, kid, I ’ll be there.” 


After 
some 
more banter (one­ 
sided) the conversation ended, but 
the thought then occurred to Mr. j 
Lippy: "Suppose th at really was the 
W hite House?” 
He knew Steve Early, the presi­ 
dent’* secretary, so he finally de­ 
cided to see Early, and w’ent to 
the letter's office.
